THIRTY-FIFTH ANNUAL REPORT. 
THE Committee have much pleasure in 
stating that last year, thanks to the generosity 
of the public, they were able to assist a large 
number of emigrants, consisting chiefly of 
women and children anxious to join their 
husbands .and fathers in America and the 
Colonies, where these had found employment. 
Alrealy this year numerous applications 
have been received from wives desirous to be 
sent to their husbands, who have, in many 
cases, remitted a portion of the money 
necessary for their , 

Within the year 188 souls were sent to the 
United States. Canada, and Australia, at an 
average cost of £2 15s. per head. The total 
naumber of persons assisted since the founda- 
tion of the Society amounts to 6,831. 

The Committee have to announce the re- 
ceipt of a legacy of £100 from the late John 
Samuel, Esq , per the Misses Cohen. 

Many letters have been received from 
families assisted by the Society, and these, 
as will be seen by the extracts appended to 
this Report, are the best proof of the suc- 
cess of the work done during the past year. 

In former years the emigrants, on their 
arrival in America, had to rely on their own 
endeavours to find their relatives and friends, 
but now several Jewish societies have been 
established in New York and other parts. of 
America for the purpose of assisting them ; 
and from the hour of their departure from 
London until they settle duwn in their new 
homes, they have every care and attention 
paid to them. The Committee take ad- 
vantage of this opportunity to assure these 
Institutions how much they appreciate the 
good work accomplished in conjunction with 
their Society. 

Great distress still prevails in the various 
trades connected with tailoring, shoemaking, 
and cigarmaking, and in many cases it is ex- 
tremely difficult for those having large 
families to gain their livelihood without i oy 
ing relief from our communal charities. It 
is, therefore, more than ever desirable that 
the Jews’ Emigration Society should be able 
to continue their useful work, as by sending 
out emigrants to new countries, they not only 
enable these hard-working people to find con- 
stant employment, but they lessen the burden 
of charities at home. 

The Committee, in presenting the Annual 
Report, earnestly beg their subscribers for a 
renewal of that support which has been ex- 
tended to them for so many years.

Mr. Louis Davidson, as President of the Westminster Jews’ Frea School 
has been compelled to issue a second appeal for funds, there being still a deficit 
of £500 on the current year’sexpenditure. The need for the continued exist« nce 
of this school may be inferred from the circumstance that the number of pupils 
now exceeds 500, the largest muster that the institution has ever shown. The 
late Matthew Arnold had a very high opinion of this school, and when he retired 
from office as one of [ler Majesty’s Inspectors, he attended at Hanway-place in 
order to take leave formally of the staff. According to his own statement 
this school was the only one out of his district to which he showed this special 
act of courtesy. Mr. Arnold’s sucessor, the Rev. T. W. Sharpe, sbares the 
deceased scholars views, and last week he brought to the school the Chairman of 
the Rotterdam School Board ia order to show that visitor what he termed one of

It will no doubt appear incomprehensible to those who keep aloof from con- 
gregational affairs—and even to not afew within the charmed circle—that so 
ready and liberal a response should be made to the appeal for donations 
towards the Fund for purchasing a new cemetery by the United Synagogue. 
All who have followed the example of Lord Rothschild (who promised the 
handsome contribution of £2,000) are among the most liberal supporters of all 
the institutions of the community—synagogues and charities—yet they are 
eager to assist in husbanding the resources of the United Synagogue. Men 
shrug their shoulders and speak of the “ profitable investment ” in buying land 
for burial purposes, but the sentiment which actuated our ancestore in congrega- 
tional administration still lives, and these great mn of the Synagogue are eager 
to add some some littie of their store of silver towards purchasing from the 
modern “ sons of Heth’ a burial place for their dead. — 


“ Election Sanday " in the United Synagogue is anoth r of those occasions” 


that stir “Shool-men” far beyond what can bo imigined outside the limits of 
the Union. Manya poor foreigner reaching these shores has set befor himself 
the ambition of beinga Parnass of a London synagogue, and has ul.imately 
reached the goal of his ambition. The ambition has boen prompted 
as . much by inherited piety as by desiro for bonours among 
his own people. It is in keeping with the English spirit which 
prompts men to make sacrifices to become distinguished in gradually 
widening circles. The value of the honour is only 4 question of proportion, No 
institution gains from indifference by its supporters to become its managers. The 
more rivalry can be encouraged in our synagogue elections the more satisfactorily 
will our synagogues be managed.

It is farther recommende, with a view doubtless of induciog the con- 
gregants to take a more active pirt in the service than they have hitherto done, 
that the verses of Psalm xix. shall be recited by Minister and congrrgation alter-

JEWS AS JURYMEN. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

- Rir,—I do not desire to disturb the eleven Jewish Jurymen, to whom so much 
attention has been recently directed. Their claims to recognition, as conscientious 
aiherents to irrational opinions, bave been sufficiently disposed of by Sir J. Simon, 
M.P., whose admiralile letters leave nothing to add to the immediate subject of the 
correspondence, My object is very different, and touches considerations vastly more 
important than the conscientious s:ruples of a few individuals to eign their names 
on the Sabbath day. | 

Mr. Franklin in his last, letter to you has attacked freedom of discussion in 
manner which I cannot allow to pass without an indignant protest. In my humble 
judgment, the recent c rrespondence was conducted on all sides in a perfectly 
tolerant and becomivg spirit, and with no expressions from any quarter which 
could have given offence to enyone. I therefore felt the great«st surprise at seeing 
that Mr. Franklin “does not acquit ‘Abraham’ (a tingularly clear and moderate 
writer) “or any other of his class from the responsibility of working infinite 
mischief through the flippant, irreverent and ecoffing manner in which they are 
wont to discourse on Divine ordinances.” It may not be impertinent to ask who 
are the scoffers? Sir J. Simon is the last person of whom scoffing could be alleged 
and his letter was far the we ghtics! blow to Mr. Franklin’s contention. The indi- 
vidual writing under ths name of “ Abraham” in like manner discussed the question 
with much ability and with great moderation. If Mr. Franklin opposes free dis- 
cussion altogether he will find himself opposed to a not a few powerful disputants 


‘The results of free criticism may be destructive to many old traditions wh'ch Mr. 


Franklin values, but that is hardly a reasoa to stifle enquiry. No advautage, more- 
over, would ac-rue to Mr. Frauklin aud those who think with him were it possitle 
to limit free discussion. Intellectual advances are being made with ever increasing 
rapidity and force outside the Jewish community, end these intellectual conquests 
are quickly adopted by thos) within the community wits whom Mr, Fravk in bas 
no sympathy, 

It is as imp assible to prevent at the pres nt day the most perfect freedom of 
discussion as it was for the old Danish Kirg to check the flow of the tide. It is 
moreover most undesirable to do so ; if the old traditions require the “ protective 
system” to maintain them which Mr. Franklin desires, it is difficult to prevent the 
suspicion arisinz, that these traditions may not be very trustworthy. Truth does 


not fear the light, the necessity for darkcess in my mind raises the suppo-i ion that 


light will be foand destructive, a1 opinion which is greatly strengt hened by the 
results of modein investigation, Mr. Franklin fails to see the injustice of regarding 
free criticiam as “ scoffing,” The whole que tion recently under consideration was 
as to the ratare and character of an alleged divine command and to prejudge the 
decision by an arbitrary assumption, is the reverse of fairness or justice. 

Mr, Franklin may be rominded that the recent results of compara'ive theology 
and comparative mythology have not by any means confirmed the trustworthines, 
of Jewish traditions. The institution of a s:venth day Sabbath is even said tobe of 


Assyrian origin, toget' er with many mo e Jewish ceremonials, 


The whole subject of Jewish tradition is a proper one for enquiry, and the neat 
future will doubtless di-clos» some startling results, In.the meantime the amplest 
freeiom of discussion must be claimed in the interests of truth, and will doubtless 
be conceded, except by .2 small and ever decreasing number of uncritical individuals 

Mr. Franklia is not happy in his illustration of children of the “ most o:thcdox’, 
going to school on Sabbaths aud refusing to write, It is right to respect acts of 
conscience, but it is impossible to respect deeds performed ia the sacred name of 
conscience, Which our reason tells us, are unworthy shuffles, which merely satisfy 
an elastic conscience, The acts which Mr, Franklin mentions without disappro. 
bation; reem tomy unorthodox mind to be dangerously near contemptible hy p:oorisy 
I think in this condemnation I am not likely to be alone, 

In conclusion I may be permitted to say, as I often have said in your columns 
that the signs of the tims clearly indicate a coming struggle, probably comparable 
to that of the 16th century. Jews cannot avoid being drawn into it. The future of 
the ancient race will depend on the manner in which Jews comport themselves 
daring the conflict. If Jews of every class and in every clime, whilst respecting 
tradition and valuiug the past, as tho antecedent ou: of wh ich the present ig 
evolved and the future foreshadowed, will earnestly acd conscientiously, but tho- 
roughly reform the ancient system, remodel the r.ligi ous idea, religious forms, 
and religious practices by the light of modern scientific knowledge, the future 
of the Jews need no. be doubtful. Stricken, oppressed ard degraded for centuries 
by all nations, the Jews have now the opportunity to Lecome the l: aders of religious 
thought aud to assert an intellectual supremacy . With ove—only one simple creed — 
tie Unity of God, the great intellectual problem of the day, the antagonism of 
religion and scientific knowledge is well nigh solved, and Jews once again in the 
world’s history may become the teachers of roligion. Or resting co ont with the 
questiona»le promises of discredited oracle:, Jews living in the past, and not realising 


here and at Paris within a few hours after it occurred on the 18th 


the present, may still linger on for ages with their old faith, rel 
usages and uncongenial ceremonials. The Jewish intellect is in all seoular 
quite abreast of theie Christian contemporaries, In the struggle to which 
referred it will be indispensable to take sides for or against the Value sy bars 
worthiness of traditional religious ideas. If Jews adhere to the ancient f 
beliefs, th-y will have to submit at no distant date to diminution of iia and 
and to desertion by the most intellectual part of their own body, wal numben 
warning to all those who would strive tocontioue# increasing faith in old .

* and Victor Hugo. The Bible and the Koran, Marcus Aurelius and Confucius and 


Buddha —these, too, are lail under contribution. Bat for the most part the selections 
contain nothing dogmatic, but breathe a vague spirit of religiousness, and still 
more often a lofty humanitarianism, which make them acceptable to religionists of 
every kind, The beauty of these “ Hymns and Anthems” is unquestionable. 

Were it not for them the “ Service” at South Place would have little or no title 
to being callei religivuus. Prayer is conspicuous by its absence; and liturgy, of 
oyurse, there is none, The singing of the hymns is interspersed with the reading 
by the lecturer of the day of passages from published works selected by himself ; 


_ gneb passages being ordinarily chosen becsuse of their bearing some reference to 


tho subject-matter of the discourse which is to follow. In this respect the Service 
is very much like that at Mr. Voysey’s Church, where the preacher is allowed con- 
sidera'le latitude in the choice cf passages for recital. But*the proceedings at 
South Place are distinctly less religious than those in Swallow Street. They are 


contrived doubtless intentio sally contrived—to afford common ground for Theist 


and Agnostic alike. Nor, as I have already said, could the most pronounced religion- 
ist find anything ia the hymns to which he might not heartily assent. But this 
cannot b3 said of the discours's. Here the intellectual side of the movement over- 
shadows and almost entirely obscures its religious aspects. The congregation seem 
to find increasing joy in the delight of intallectual culture and in the contem- 
plation of purely moral ideals, to the exclusion of Divine topics of study.

: Tax state of religious opinion continues to very disturbed at the present 
gmp in England. Mr. GuapstorE’s article in the current Nineteenth Cen- 
becty ly one of the many signs that the ferment of free thought is working 
0s English opinion. Nor can we English Jews boast that we are 
entirely free from it. Influenced by the same wide current of thought as 

neighbours, it would be astonishing if we evadedthe same influence. In 
‘- colamns of to-day there are two pieces of evidence of the spread of similar 
| tess among the Jews of England as among the rest of Englishmen, 

Mr, Aurrep Henriques’ letter is, as usual, bold and goes to the roots 
st the matter. But he will hardly expect us to have much sympathy with 
him in his attempt to apply the most rigid rationa lism to religious topics. 
They. do not admit of it,and so far the sceptics may seem to be justified ; 
bat their triumph is only shortlived when it is pointed out that none of the 
most sacred parts of life, the home affections, devotion to duty or to the father- 


land, admit of rational and rad ical explanation, but stand on the funda- | 


| mental laws of human character and feeling. So itis with the religious 
sentiment, and the application of the rationalist ic method to this is clearly 
| inadequate. 
Of course there may be points where a religion may seemingly conflict 
| with reason, and the supremacy of reason must be acknowledged in such 
eases, In Christology there are many such points such as the Incarnation, the 
| Resurrection and the Trinity. Hence, the weak stand dogmatic Christianity 
can make against rationalistic attacks. But Judaism has no such irrational 
| dogmas to defend, and almost all disputes in connection with it deal with 
matters of practice rather than dogma. Itis in the rites and ceremonials 
= of our religion that its real life consists, that life which makes it part and parcel 
| of our very being and can be transmitted to our children intact as we received 
it from our parents, | 
These rites again are capable of being attacked, of being even ridiculed, 
| if treated by the coldlight of reascn without any of the poetry of feeling 
| being devoted to them. Mr. J. H. Levy has in this manner dealt with 
the institutions of the Passover and the Pentecost. We say nothing of the 
bad taste of such a performance. We need not even point out that none of 
| the courtesies or dignities of life could be defended from a similar onslaught.

He, like so many, fails to see that the advantage Judaism has, over 
other faiths is that it can afford to wait. Afterall, the changes which he 
deprecates in the views of France are the result of only thirty, possibly only 
of twenty years ; they may pass away as quickly. “ Nevertheless the coubsel 
of the Lorn, that shall stand.” 


THE EXPULSION OF THE JEWS FROM RUSSIA. 


(* TIMES” TELEGRAM.)

_ The active anti-Semitic policy of the present Russian Government has again 
been exemplified at thetwo extremities of European Russia. Some 2,000 Jews 
have just received notice to quit Odessa, and the expulsion laws against the per- 
secuted Israelites are now to be enforced io Finland, where hitherto all Jews 
have lived in peace under the more humane enactments of what remains of the 
old Swedish polity. An attempt was made to pass the usual Russian restrictive 
laws against the Jews through the Finnish Diet in 1885, but the proposal was 
rejected on the ground that no harm whatever was done by the few members of 
the persecuted race who resided along the Finnish coasts. It now appears from 
correspondence in the Petrsburger Zeitung that, having failed to get the 
enlightened Finn Deputies to adopt the Russian view of the case, the Government 
hae determined upon enforcing the law as it exists in Russia, without further 
troubling about legislative approval. All the Jews at Helsingfors, it is stated, 
are to be requested to leave within one year, with the exception of those who 
have served in the army. Altogether there are only 471 Jews resident in Helsing- 
fors, of which number 366 te to the families of retired soldiers, so that 105 
remain subject to the new orders of expulsion. The Helsingfors Dagblad says it 
wishes no gocd to those anti-Semitic agitators who have at last succeeded in their 
iniquituous purpose. |

York, the Rabbis offere1 prayers for the preservation of the Emperor Frederick, 

especial allusions being made to his religious toleration. It is thought that this 

example will be followed by the Rabbis generally throughout the country. 


JEWS AND CREMATION. 


The following important letter from Mr. Alfred Louis Cohen, on tho 
subject of Cremation, was read at the meeting of the General Council of the 
United Synagogue, held on Tuesday : es. 

106, WESTBOURNE TERRACE, 26TH APRIL, 1888. 

Dear Dr, Asher,—When you called on me to-day to ask me to contributa to the 


extension of the Jewish burial ground, I told you that I would reflect on the . 


subject and reply promptly. I learned from you with regret that it had not heen 
yet decided pry a Crematorium on the new si'e, and probably the very best 


thing that I could do would be to refuse to contribute to a ground without this 


adjunct and try to get the co-operation of others who think like me, to accentuate 
ou: views and impress them on the Council of your body. : 
I, however, recognise that it is always easy to find an excuse for withholding 


contributions, and I enclose a cheque for £100, If it be decided to erect ha ildiede 


torium I shall gladly give a further sum to the erection of the necessary 
and I shall feel obliged if you will state this to your Council. It seems almost a 
reproach to the Jews of London that they should lag behind their ancestors, and 
be false to the teaching of their rac» and traditions. 

The Jews were once foremost not only in teaching, but in practising sanitary 
laws, and it seems almost paradoxical that when they claim to have increased 
enlightenment they should really be following with halting steps the teachings of 
science and hygiene. 

The en of religion has nothing to do with cremation, and I am sure 
thatthe Council of the United Synagogue will agree with me that in no sense is 
the qaestion an Ecclesiastical one, The Jewish church has to do what other churches 
do, reclaim those who are sinning avd lead all men into pure life and righteous 
conduct. The mission of the Jewish clergy is with the sou! and not the mind, and 
it i- lowering th: ir sphere ani degrading their aim to imagine that they will lend 
their aid to perpetuating any custom which deals only with the body of mankind 
and has no reference to the spiritual wants. We Jews are libelled when it is said 
that we connect religious aspirations with materialist ceremonial, and I do not 
think that the Council of the United Synagogue will lend force to this libel by 
allowing a purely hygienic arrangement to be linked with what should be a purely 

ivi teaching.

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‘DEATH OF MR. BENJAMIN A, FRANKLIN. 


A cable despatch, received in London, from Kingston, Jamaica, on Monday afternoon, 
brought to Mr. E'lis A. Franklin and Mr, Henry A. Franklin, the news of the unexpected 
death of their brother, Mr. Benjamin A. Franklin. The sad occurrence is invested with 
peouliarly mournful surroundings. Mr. Franklin, who was seventy-seven years old, had 
lived nearly half a contury in Jamaica, but during the last nine or ten years had resided 
in London. But the rigour of the English winter had affected his otherwise good health 
to eo great an extent that early in the past autumn he determined to spend the coming 
winter in Jamaica. Notwiths‘anding the pressure brought to bear upon him by his 
friends, Mr. Fravklin adhered to his resolution. He was, anxious respect ng 
the amalgamation of the congregations in Kingston, which, as our readers are aware from 
his letters, he had striven to efféct; and he considered that his pre:ence ian Jamaica m‘ght 
smooth over the difficulties encointered in the practical working of the Union. The 
outward voyage almost proved fatal to him. The eteamer on which he travelled 
encountered a terrific hurricane; the masts were smashed, and Mr. Franklin recoived a 
blow from the falling timber, which eo severely injured him that the doctor almost gave 
him up. But, owing to his strong constitution, he appeared to have regainod his avcus- 


tomed health. So little was bis death anticipated, that the telegraphic announcement of | 


his decease followed but shortly after the receipt in London of a letter written by himself, 
and another letter from him is believed to be on its way. The particulars of his death, as 
yet to hand, are necessarily miagre. He died yesterday (Taursday) week on board the 
steamship “ Alvena ” but apparently the vessel had not proceeded far on its voyage, for 
the body was brought back to Kingston and interred there. 

During the time that he lately spont ia Kingston Mr. Franklin had exerted himself 
to bring about the establishment of a Jewish High School or Collge; and there is rearon 
to believe that he had succeeded in making preliminary arrangements for the execution 
of his plans, Indee}, the greater part of his life has been spent in labouring to improve 
the situation of the Jews in Jamaica. While a re-ident in the island he spent large sums 
in the foundation and maiatenarce of various institutions, not exclusively Jewis, and in 
later years he directed from London many of the negotiations—first, for the am slg imation 
of the Congrogation, and, secoadly, for the ersction of the now Synagogue at Kingston, for 
which he acted as honorary secretary. ° 

Mr. Franklin was a regular attendant at the general meetings of the Board of Guardians 


and of other Jewish institutions in London to which he was a subseriber; and if his 


views were not always accepted it was wel knowa that they were always prompted by 
the highest and purest of motives. The following letter from a non-Je wis’ correspon lent 


gives in full detailed particulars of Mr. Franklin's career in Jama‘ca: — 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 

Sin,—TIntelligence has just been received by telegram of the sudden death at Kingston, 
Jamaica, on the 26th ulto., of theabove named estimable gentleman, who, to avoid the 
cold of our winter, had gone on a visit to the Wes! Indies, and after sponding six months 
in Jamaica, was returning to this country anihis friends. He bat just embarked on his 
re'urn voyage, when he was suldenly called home, and finished a useful career of seveaty - 
seven years in the place where hé had spent most of bis life. 

Mr. B. A. Franklin, son ofthe late Abraham Fianklin of Manche:ter, went out to 
Jamaica somo fifty years ago, and, engaging iu business, lived there many years ; devoting 
most cf his leisure hours to works cf practical us fulness and ac‘ive ben-v.lence, for the 
benefit and advantage of the people among whom he lived. 


From the beginning he too® an active part in all that concerne/ the social and miterial | 


welfare of the population, and advocated, as “ Young Wiulberforce,’’ and in ‘ Facts and 
Fizures,’’ many useful measures for their progress and advancame..t. 

lle was a magistrate of Kingston, and Consul for Denmark, receiving fron that 
Governmentthe distinct:on of K.D. (Knight of Dannebrog) for services rendered by him in 
his consular capacity and for assistance» forwarded by bim to the neighbouring Island of St, 
Thomas in supplies of food after the great tidal wave in 1868, which did much damage in 
that and other adjoining islands. 

. The toanage dues in shipping were abolished in Jamaica about this time, principally 
owing to his writings to the press and representations to the Goveram nt, shuwing the 
advantage of making Jamaica a free port. 

Karly in his useful career he started the ‘* Hebrew Benevolent Sosisty,” which was 
established in 1851, immediately after the terrible epidemic of cholera which raged in that 
and the preceding year. The ‘* Handbook of Jamaica’? says: ‘This Society owes its 
Origin to the energy and philanthropy of B. A. Franklin, Esq., who was untiring ia his 
exertion to aid the afflicted of all denominations while the scourge contiaued, and it was 


curing the prosecution of this work that the extent of the distress which prevailed among | 


the Jewish poor, became apparent ; the establishment of this charity was the result of this 
discovery. At this time out-door relief only was given, but in 1863 it was determined 
if practicable, to establi-h almshouses, and this was accomplished prine'pally with the 
proceeds of a grand bazaar in Kingston, which amounted to upwards of £900. 

Twenty-five years ago he was a director aud treasurer of ‘‘ The Kings‘oa Cotion 
Company,”’ established Ist May, 1863, for the purpose of “ testing the cul ivation of 
cotton in Jamaica, and to provide useful and protitable employment for the boys and girls 
attached to the refurmatories of Kingston.”’ 3 

In the following year, 1864, the ‘ Kings'on Sailors’ Home” wis established, mainly 
through Mr. Franklin’s in-trumeatality, under the patronage of the Lieut.-Geaeral and 
the Bishop of Kingston, having for its objeet the providing of accommodation and relief 
fur necessitous men, and this institution continues to the prest time. : 

Che ** Kingston City Dispensary '’—a very useful Institution—was founded in 1876 
through the indefatigable exertions of Mr. B. A. Franklin. The object for which it 
came into existence, and in the promotion of which it coatinues,; acvording to the 
Handbook, with increasing sucvess, is * to provide mdical attendance and good 
medicine for the respectable working classes of Kingston, and for persous who are unable 
out of small and precarious incomes, to pay the fees ordinarily charged by dovtors. Mr. 
Franklia’s atten'ion having been drawn to the necessity of affording in the time of sick- 
ness such aid to these honourable members of society as would save them fro n pauperism 
and restore thom at one and the same tims to health and independence, his energies were 
immediately thrown into the work with a zeal which bore down all shetesion Atter 
encountering a succession of serious discouragements, he obtained the co-operation of 
the conductors, managers, foremen, ete., of thirty-four of the leading firms of the City 
and wittin three months he enrolled the names of 1702 members of the propoved Dix.

moral earnestness which now and then was brightened by a humorous condemnation 
a quackery, OF of unseemly conduct. The J ewish legends have brought down 
home traths concealed in allegorical disguises ; such truths have travelled incog- 
nito from country to country, but their features are well recognised by the 
carefal observer. Generally Jewish legends are not more adulterated in their sub- 
stance than many even of the modern historical facts, concerning which two 
opposing parties hold diametrically different opinions. After this introduction Mr. 
Léwy pointed out that the Hebrew Bible contains an immense number of traces of 
Jewish folk-lore, When all subjects are deducted which concern doctrinal theology 
there remains a neutral residue of references to popular opinions even wit regard 
to the state of man who departs from the sphere of mortals. Accordiag to the com- 
mon view of the ancient Heb:ews in a pre-Mosaic peciod, a man on dying did not 


pass over into a state of utter annihilation ; he went down itto sheol, This word © 


- isnot a simple synonym of “the grave,” into which the soul-deprived body is 
deposited. Although sheol may originally have meant a pit, it still implied among 
the early Hebrew-speaking people somethiag extremely mysterious—something in 
which the departed retained a power of thought aid remembranca. The fact that 
there were consulters of the ob, or departed spirit, suffices to show clearly that 
Jewish folk-lore included a common belief in a life after death. That this belief 
“vas v4 confined to the early Israelites but was extended to surrounding nations, 
is proved by the remarkable circumstance that oboth, whilst designating departed 
spirits, was turnel into a proper name, and is enumerated in the Pentateuch 
amongst several localities, all of which commemorate the existence of idolatrous 
sanctuaries and the worship of heathen Gods. The Musaic prohibition that the 
practices of persons who professed to conjure up the dead from their graves should 
not be tolerated, serves by itself to show that the uncultured portion of the com- 
munity of Israel had inherited a belief in an after ex’stence, however much such 


a belief might have been tarnished by the ordinary increase of superstition. Mr, 


Lowy entered fully into the Hebraic folk-lore of sheol, and laid bare many his- 
torical facts which must necessarily escape the ordinary reader of the Bible, His 
observations, which presented old opinions in a new light, will be published in 
the proceedings of the Socie‘'y of Biblical Archeology, and are to he followed in 
the next session of that Society by an essay on the compara'ive mythology of hell, 
lu passing from the Biblical t> the Rabbinical period, Mr. Lowy introduved the 
following beautiful legend, which has served as a basis for mediwval parables 
whose authors, however, did not acknowledge the Jewish source :—Four Angels 
wait apon man at the moment he quits this world.

UNITED SYNAGOGUE. 


The monthly meeting of the Council of the United Synagogue was held

NOTES ON ANGLO-JEWISH HISTORY. 


NORWICH. 


BY 8. SCHECHTER. 


It is, I think, impossible for anyone to read the Rev. Dr. Ht. Adler's Lecture 
on the Chief Rabbis of England without feeling a just pride in the existence of 
eo many great men in the Anglo-Jewish community, even before the expulsion. 
When it is considered how obscure is the history of that period and how meagre 
and scarce are the sources for that history, one feels the more gratitude to Dr. 
Adler for having undertaken the difficult task of sbedding light upon the great 
Past ; and no one can fail to admire the deep learning and critical insight which 
he brought to bear upon the task. It will, | hope, be readily understood that I 
do not in the slightest degree desire to detract from the general merits of the 
erudite Eseay when I venture to differ from him with regard to the existence of 
a Fchool of Tossafists at Norwich. What led me to take up this subject wasa 
desire to describe a MS. in the British Museum in which I have discovered many 
long extracts from the “ Tossafoth Gornish.” It is well known that the Norwich 
ob ey is founded on the fact that there are some references to "2013 TYDDIN.

alen to authorities from this Now, the question is, Where is 
Dukes declared it to be “ Gorney " in France (Ben Chananjah, 1864, p.593) and 
there were places in that country with similar names (see the French Gazetteer 
and compare the Revue des Etudes Juives viii., p. 176).

There is, however, still another solution possible. The only early and 
reliable autor who mentions an authority from “ Gornish ’—for, after all, 
Dornieh or Gorgish are not Gornish—is R. Mordecai ben Hillel, who lived in 
Germany and died the death of a martyr at Nurnburg about the beginning of 
the 14th centary. This R. Mordecai says in his glosses to Baba Bathra (§646 in 
our editions with Alfassi ; or §886 in the edition of Riva di Trento, from which 
Zonz and Luzzatto usually quote) that ina certain question relating to an expres- 
sion to be ueed in a Sbtar R. Jehuda fiom yyn3 gave evidence that R. 
Shemarjab decided it in such and sucha way. ‘this R. Jehuda, according to 
the hypothesis of Dr. Adler, would be an Englishman from Norwich. But R 
Shemajah belonged to the great men of Speyer on the Rhine, where he resided. 
(Sce Kosh Pesachim, ii. 9). I felt some difficulty in accepting the idea that 


an Englishman of that age would have had the opportunity of becoming 


acquainted with a Kabbiliving so far as Speyer. 1 conjectured, therefore that 
‘‘Gornish" must be a corruption of the name of some place in Germany. 
On examining the MS. of Mordecai in the British Muscum (written in 1392— 
Add. 19972) wy conjecture was fully confirmed. The text reads in this MS. 


(p. 113b)— 

This reading is also to be found in all the MSS. of Mordecai in the Bodleian 
Library at Oxford (Neubauer’s Cat., col. 131-32). 

The Wilna Alphassi edition of 1882, the only modern edition within my 
reach, at the moment, hasin Baba Bathra both readings ; but “ Gornish ”’ is put 
in brackets and is therefore, according to the methods of Hebrew typography, an 
inferior reading.

I think that we have to seek for it on 
the banks of the Rhine which are celebrated in Jewish history as great seats of 
Talmudical learning in the Middle Ages, ‘These men are known in 
Jewish literature as the ‘019% %))73,” “the great men on the Rhine,” 
and almost every town there, Mayence, Worms, Speyers, Cologne, etc., can 
boast of a grcat band of scholars, It is therefore notimprobable that the w91)3 “Dyn 
were written in Mayence by the band of German Rabbis. At least we know 
that many of R. Perez's pupils of whose Tossafoth already the critical Azulai 
identified with the Tossafoth of Gornish were Germans, such as the quoted R. 
Mordecai, his brother-in-law Moses Hacohen Chayim Or Zarua and others. The 
student who will take the trouble to examine the Tossafoth of R. Perez on 
Babba Kama wi!l also find that some of the authorities quoted there are German 
Rabbis, which fact is also a proof that they were compiled in Germany. 
The suggestion of Azulaiis further supported by the fact that in one of the 
Gornith extracts given in the British Museum MS. mentioned in my opening lines. 
the passage occurs: “ The Rab (or perhaps Raw) in the name of R. Perez, &c.” 
Again, Dr. Adler speaks in bis kcture of a MS. of the 0'I392 O° in the library of 
Baron Gunzburg. Dukes also quotes this MS. Now Dr. Neubauer who has ex. 
amined thie MS. was so kind to allow me to have a glance at the extracts which 
he made from it. They are: “ Gunzburg cod.,7 Tossafoth Gornish on Jebamoth 
German (characters 7).

JOHANN PFEFFERKORN. 


Dr, Hinscn read a paper on Sunday before the Jews’ College Literary Society 
Johaon Pfefferkorn. Dr. A, ASHER presided, 
on eiiveoh's paper opened with a graphic description of the oppressed condition of 
- f Frankfort on the Main at the beginning of the 16:h century. On Friday 
— ‘ 98th September, 1509, they were commencing to celebrate the Feast of 
rested Sakon there appeared in tht ir synagogue three priests, two Town Council- 
and acertain Johann Pfefferkorn. The latter, producing a mandate from the 
ror Maximilian, seized a quantity of books which it was alleged contained 
prviwch the Christian faith, and he forbade the Jews to payin the synagogue. 
A search was also to be made ia private houses, but the priests granted an adjourn- 
t of the confiscation till the following Monday. The Jews were not slow in 
sompeshendiDg the importance of this measure, for they justly feared that danger 
life and limb would follow. Johann Pfefferkorn must have been a person of 
nseite to have been in favour with the Emperor Maximilian and to have been 
made a jadge of what was orthodox Christianity and orthodox Judaism. His name 
had once been Joseph ; at that time he was a Jew, and by trade a butcher. When 
in that station of life he was once caught ia the act of committing a barglary and 
would certainly have been executed had not his friends ransomed him, He was 
afterwards baptised, assumed the name of Johannes, and did all in his power to 
inflict suffering on his former coreligionists, For this purpose he wrote several 
pamphlets, and by his attacks on the great German humanist, Johann Reuchlin, he 
raised a storm which vibrated all over Europ*. Pfefferkorn was probably nothing 
more than a willing andenergetic accessory in a conspiracy of the Dominicans of 
Cologneagainst Jewish money ; and as such he waa considered by his contempo- 
rsties and by most of the later authors who treated the subject. Geiger in his life of 


Reuchlin, and in scattered pamphlets has been at particular pains to remove any 


staing that might undeservedly stick to Pfefferkorn’s reputation, Geiger denied 
that he had either been a butcher or a burglar, and that his conversion and subse- 
quent persecation of the Jews were prompted by mercenary motives, he being in 
Geiger's eyes nothing more than a fierce fanatic. The first shot which was launched 


| at the Jews under the name of Pfefferkorn was a book of which two German edi- 


tions under the title of Judenspiegel and a Latin edition called Speculum Fwhorta- 
tionis appeared in 1507, The author's avowed purpose, in this as in all his other 


F writings, was to convert the Jews to Caristianity, which in his opinion they rejected 


not because they could not, but because they would not accept it. 
Whilet proposing various rigorous measures against the Jews, he how- 
ever defended them in this work from that form of blood accusation 
which consists ia charging Jews ‘with using human blood to cure them 
from the effects of a loathsome disease.

But the promise was never kept, and Reuchlia 
knowing that nothirg would be gained by further delay, wrote his Augenspiegel, in 
which he acoused Pfefferkorn of having written in his Handspiegel not less, 
than thirty-four falsshoods, Great was the influe nce which the publication of the 
Augenspiegel exercised on the future career of Pfefferkorn, It was the turning point 
in hiscareer ; the game was no longer in his hands excla sively, and Reuchlin’s 
friends and admirers pilloried him as a liar ani an imp ostor who had traded 
with a knowlege of which he was totally destitute. 

Dr. Hirsch then critically the “whitywashing” of P/efferkorn 
by Ludwig Geiger, from whose views he expressed his dissent, and he quoted 
from Reuchlin, Graetz, and even cited blunders perpetrated by Pfefferkora in his 
own writings to prove thit he was unacquainted with Hebrew, The remainder of 
Dr. Hirsch’s paper was for the most part devoted to notices of the paper warfare 
in the form of letters, carried on by the Reuchlinists against Pfefferkorn, and espe. 
cially to the satirical productions of the former. Referenca was made to the 
unscrupulous weapons with which the adherents of Reuchlin fought, and which, 
if they did not improve in morality in the course of time, gained cons ide rably in wit 


Review and in the Tatler by Steele on the satire of tha Reuchlinists, and having 
quotcd from Graetz and other authors, Dr. Hirsch concluded: It 
isnot the last pamphl2t which makes Pfefferkorn to be the great criminal, but 
the books published at the beginning of his career, those that were published before

the worst fetish-making in respect to intelligence, and lower than the practic. of 
the Thugs in respect to morality. | 

Mr, M. N,. ADLER opened the discussion which followed the reading of the 
paper. He thought that Dr. Hirsch had hardly done justice to himself in his 
modest claims for his subject. The action of Pfefferkorn and the dispute between 
him and Reuchlin aimioistered a death blow to monkhood, and in his opinion paved 
the way forthe Reformation. It was curious to notice how little the Jews and 
Jewish history were affected by Pfeffenkorn's proceeding.

Dr. Friedlinder 
pointed out a present day analogy to Pfefferkorn’s attack on the Talmud which he 
did not understand, The public prosecutor in a German city was now engaged in 
an action against certain revilers of the Talmud, and as aathorities he had invited 
the opinions of two professors, one of whom while admitting that he understood 
little of it yet offered an op'nion, and the other, while exposing his colleague's 
ignorance, betrayed his own, 
Mr, F. JAFFE raid that Geiger in whitewashing Pfefferkorn was but following 
the practice of the present times. aioe 
Dr. ASHER, inclosing the discussion, said that Dr, Hirsch’s learned and Iumiaoons 
paper had dispelled his ignorance of the subject, and hal made him better acquainted 
with one who, despite Geiger, was cne of the greatest villains of his age. He had 
listened to the paper with combined pain and pleasure ; with pain, because in every 
generation that the Jews had been persecute1, it occurred that the arrow which struck 
them had been feathered in their own nests ; with pleasure, because it had been 
shown in this instance and in so many others that every generation bad raised up 
friends and protectors for the Jews. In tendering to Dr. Hirsch the thanks of the 
meeting, Dr, Asher expressed the hope that he would one day describe the life of 
Reuchlin, who had so nobly defended the Jewish race and literature,

ALSACE. 

Whilst the French Parliament has arbitrarily withdrawn ita subsidy from the 
Rabbinical Seminary in Paris, the Provincial Administration of Alsace has ape 
in a totally different spirit, It has increased the State grant for the support o 
stadents of Jowish theology at Strasburg, by the amount of 1,600 marks, 

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY, 

Baron de Hirsch has given 40,000 florins for the relief of the sufferers by the 
inundations in Hungary. 

Two sugar refineries in Bohemia, which are the personal property of the 
Emperor Joseph, bave been leased toa Jewish firm. It is related in court circles 
that on the tender of this firm an official wrote the word “Jews” before it was 
eubmitted to the Emperor. The mischievous intentions of this official were, as it 
will be seen, frustrated. 

The Reporter of a Committee of the Reicbsrath, relative to the Bankruptcy 
Laws, turned the tables on an anti-Semitic Depaty daring a recent discussion. 
This deputy had, as usual with his party, mate some unfavourab.e remarks on the 
financial integrity of the Jews, when the Reporter, who happens to be a Director 
of a public bank for advancing loans, retorted that Jewish debtor’, whea in diffi. 
culties, always showed an inclination fora composition, whereas Christians simply 
allowed the entire debt to stand, In 18 years the bank had been obliged to write 


off bad debts to the amount of 25,000 florins, of which all but 5,000 florins was ° 
owing by Christians, many of whom were now in excellent circumstances, 


GERMANY. 

A number of persons in Schmalkalden have been sentenced by a local magis-

~ aunt, is acquitted and awarded £16 damages from the plaintiff. The latter is also 


to forfeit £4 which she had to deposit before commencing the action, as expenses. 
The ju4gment leaves the defendant free to take action against the plaintiff for 
defamation ; and it also severely criticises the action af the British delegate, In 
justice to the representative of the British Consul it should b2 stated that he felt 
himself obtiged to withdraw from the case more than once, owing to the unsatis- 
factory manner in which the Spanish Consul, sitting as a judge, was conducting 


the hearing of the action.
